GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Distriot  covers  an  area  of  94»9^9  acres,  approximately  I48  square 
miles  comprising  17  parishes,  and  has  a  progressively  rising  population 
which  has  now  reached  66,740. 

It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  River  Test  and  the  Southampton  Water, 
on  the  South  by  the  Solent  and  the  Lymington  Borough,  on  the  West  by  the 
Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  and  on  the  North  by  the  Romsey 
and  Stockbridge  Rural  Distriot.  The  unique  and  predominating  feature  of 
the  Distriot  is,  of  course,  the  ancient  Crown  Forest,  a  region  of  except¬ 
ional  natural  beauty  and  a  home  of  ancient  rights  and  privileges.  The 
area  within  the  perambulation  of  the  Forest  is  some  92,000  acres,  of  which 
the  larger  portion  lies  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Rural  District.  The 
principal  industries  in  the  Forest  are,  naturally,  forestry  and  agriculture 
whilst  the  areas  outside  the  perambulation  of  the  Forest,  the  waterside 
parts  of  the  parishes  of  Eling,  Dibden,  Marohwood  and  Fawley,  are  mainly 
industrial,  including  timber  works,  small  shipbuilding  yards,  tar  distil¬ 
leries,  the  wellknown  Esso  Oil  Refinery,  Chemical  and  Synthetio  Rubber 
Works,  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  Power  Station  at  Marchwood  and 
other  light  industries. 

In  these  parishes  industrial  development  continues  to  increase  and 
they  contain  the  larger  centres  of  population,  equivalent  to  68.68 $  of  the 
total  population  of  the  Distriot. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  made  up  of  plateau 
gravel  and  sandy  marly  clays.

A  fee  is  charged  by  the  City  of  Southampton,  but  the  Public 
Health  laboratory  Service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  no  fees  are  charged.

The  ambulances  operating  in  the  area  are  controlled  for  the  full  24 
hours,  seven  days  a  week,  from  the  County  Central  Control,  Winchester 
telephone  Winchester  61644,  and  requests  for  transport  should  be  made  to 
this  Control  only.  The  work  in  the  area  is  shared  between  the  main 
Station  at  Lymington,  and  the  sub-stations  at  Totton  and  Hythe,  with  assist¬ 
ance  from  the  adjoining  sub-stations  at  Ringwood,  Christchurch  and  Romsey.

The  object  of  the  Home  Help  Service  is  to  relieve  anxiety  by  providing 
someone  to  help  with  the  housework  and  care  of  children  (if  any)  while  the 
housewife  is  prevented  from  working  by  sickness  or  accident,  or  during  con¬ 
finement,  or  for  any  other  persons  aged  and  sick,  requiring  help.  The 
Service  does  not  exist  to  take  the  place  of  relatives  or  neighbours  who  oan 
help,  but  to  supplement  their  help  or  replace  them  if,  for  some  reason,  they 
are  non-existent.  The  Divisional  Office  for  the  New  Forest  area  is  sit¬ 
uated  at  12,  Empress  Road,  Lyndhurst  (Telephone  :  Lyndhurst  2762)  and  is 
open  to  the  public  from  9*0  a.m.  to  4*0  p.m.  Monday  to  Friday  (inclusive). 
Applications,  together  with  a  medical  recommendation,  should  be  made  there.

Lane,  Totton,  between  9*0  and  11.0  a.m.  on  Fridays  only.

DYSENTERY 

25  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  and  several  members  of  the  same 
family  were  involved.  The  Parishes  concerned  were  Dibden  (l6),  Eling  (l), 
Pawley  (6)  and  Netley  Marsh  (2).  The  outbreaks  were  immediately  investi¬ 
gated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  all  school-children  suffering 
from  the  infection  were  immediately  excluded  from  school  and, no  doubt,  this 
contributed  to  containing  the  outbreaks.  Hone  of  them  was  very  serious, 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  staff  the  General  Practit¬ 
ioners  quickly  controlled  the  incidence.  One  adult  male  was  compensated 
for  loss  of  earnings  arising  from  complying  with  a  request  to  discontinue 
working  as  a  food  handler  during  the  outbreaks.  The  importance  of 
personal  hygiene  in  breaking  the  chain  of  infection  cannot  be  too  strongly 
stressed. 

In  March  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  family  General  Practitioners  in  the 
District,  reminding  them  of  the  circular  issued  in  19 66  suggesting  the 
formulation  of  a  common  policy  to  control  this  disease.

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REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEAITH  INSPECTOR 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  : 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  two  Statutory  Undertakings, 
the  City  of  Southampton  and  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company.  The 
District  Council  purchase  water  in  bulk  from  the  former  undertaking 
for  the  supply  at  Lepe,  which  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  City  of  Southampton  is  obtained  from 
deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Timsbury,  Twyford  and  Otterboume,  and  also 
from  the  Rivers  Itchen  and  Test.  Softening  is  carried  out  by  means  of 
the  Lime  Process  and  sterilisation  by  "chloramination" . 

The  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  comes  from 
two  sources,  the  first  being  the  River  Avon  at  Knapp  Mill  where  treat¬ 
ment  consists  of  rapid  and  slow  sand  filtration,  followed  by  super 
chlorination  and  de-chlorination.  The  other  source  is  a  well  in  the 
chalk  at  Hale,  where  the  only  treatment  necessary  is  chlorination.

(iii)Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  -  Improvements.  Under  Con¬ 
struction  and  Proposed  : 


Parish  of  Boldre  : 

Progress  on  this  scheme  was  impeded  during  the  year  by  adverse 
ground  conditions  experienced  with  the  construction  of  the  main  pump¬ 
ing  station  at  Boldre  Bridge.  This  resulted  in  the  necessity  to  extend 
the  contract  period  into  1968.  Major  structural  works  have  been 
carried  out  on  pumping  stations  and  at  the  sewage  disposal  plant  which 
should  be  operational  by  Spring,  1968. 

Parish  of  Brockenhurst  : 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  being  experienced  by  the  Council’s  con¬ 
tractor  in  the  disposal  of  cesspool  tanker  contents  in  the  south  and 
south-west  areas  of  the  district,  the  discharge  of  the  sewage  to  a 
sewage  plant  has  been  considered.  Sway  and  Brockenhurst  sewage  disposal 
works  are  unsuitable,  but  with  extensions  at  Brockenhurst  tanker  contents 
could  be  accepted. 

A  scheme  to  construct  two  more  sedimentation  tanks,  filter,  humus 
tank  and  sludge  drying  beds  is  proposed  for  the  treatment  of  4,000 
gallons  per  day  of  cesspool  liquid  which  equivalent,  dependent  upon 
biochemical  oxygen  demand  level,  to  an  additional  flow  between  12,000  and 
16,000  gallons  per  day  of  normal  sewage.  These  proposed  extensions  would 
provide,  when  cesspool  discharge  ceasBS,  additional  facilities  for  a 
further  population  of  1,000. 
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Parish  of  Cppythorne  : 

Main  drainage  for  parts  of  this  Parish  was  available  in  July.  The 
provision  of  main  drainage  for  ten  properties  adjacent  to  Whinwhistle 
Road,  Wellow,  which  would  fora  an  extension  of  a  sewerage  scheme  now 
being  undertaken  by  Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District  Council,  has 
been  the  subject  of  a  preliminary  re— design®  A-  proposed  gravity  scheme 
entails  revision  of  depths  to  certain  lengths  of  sewers,  programmed  in 
the  adjacent  Local  Authority's  area,  and  negotiations  are  being  made 
to  carry  out  these  revisions  as  a  first  stage  for  this  scheme. 

Parish  of  Dibden  : 

Surcharging  of  the  outfall  sewer  discharging  to  Tates  Copse  sewage 
disposal  works,  Hythe,  during  times  of  heavy  stoims,  together  with  the 
constant  increase  of  population  in  this  area  has  necessitated  a  review 
of  drainage  facilities  available.  A  preliminary  study  of  possible 
improvements  is  being  made  with  the  view  to  modernise  the  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  works . 

Parish  of  Eling  s 

Construction  of  a  trunk  intercepting  sewer,  to  serve  the  compre¬ 
hensive  development  area  at  Calmore,  was  commenced  in  September,  1967 
and  is  programmed  for  completion  by  Autumn,  1968. 

Parish  of  Lyndhurst  : 

Improvements  to  certain  sections  of  the  existing  sewerage  system 
together  with  a  site  for  a  new  sewage  treatment  plant,  have  been  under¬ 
taken.  This  scheme  will  take  into  account  the  estimated  growth  of 
population  in  the  area. 

The  site  for  the  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  informally  agreed 
with  the  Verderers  and  Forestry  Commission  and  detailed  design  for  this 
scheme  is  now  proceeding. 

Parish  of  Marchwood  s 

A  preliminary  design  for  main  drainage  has  been  approved  by  the 
Council  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  detailed  scheme  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  early  in  1968. 

Parish  of  Ret ley  Marsh  : 

The  main  drainage  scheme  for  this  parish  was  available  in  July, 

1967.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  had  to  be  expanded  and 
adjusted  to  meet  population  increases,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  approx¬ 
imately  21,220  premises  were  receiving  the  service  weekly  in  the  parishes 
of  Broekenhurst,  Dibden,  Eling,  Pawley,  Hythe,  Lyndhurst  and  Marchwood, 
and  fortnightly  in  the  remainder.  Where  requests  were  received  every 
effort  was  made  to  deal  with  special  collections  on  payment,  but  labour 
shortages  meant  that  in  some  cases  work  could  not  be  carried  out  for  some 
time,  it  is  hoped  that  should  Works  Study  be  decided  upon  we  may  find 
ourselves  in  the  position  of  being  able  to  recruit  and  retain  suitable 
and  sufficient  staff  in  order  to  comply  with  any  requests  for  additional 
collections. 

Protective  clothing  is  still  being  issued  so  that  the  collectors 
can  carry  on  under  adverse  weather  conditions,  and  a  drying  room  for  their 
clothing  has  now  been  provided  at  the  Council's  Depot.  It  has  been  the 
practice  for  seme  years  now  to  provide  all  refuse  collection  vehicles  with 
washing  facilities  for  crews,  and  clean  hand  towels  are  issued  daily. 
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Staff  :

Claymeadow  Depots  Hounsdovm  : 

The  new  offices,  mess  room  and  store  were  completed  during  the 
year,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  staff  are  appreciative  of  the  improved 
accommodation  and  facilities.  The  condition  of  the  whole  Depot  has 
now  been  brought  up  to  a  reasonably  modern  standard. 

Refuse  Collection  : 

Requests  were  received  from  the  parishes  of  Boldre  and  Sway  for 
a  weekly  collection  instead  of  their  fortnightly  service,  and  a  report 
was  prepared  showing  the  capital  and  annual  recurring  costs  involved; 
it  was  also  stressed  that  with  the  present  resources  it  would  be 
impossible  to  guarantee  that  a  weekly  collection  could  ever  be  operated. 
At  that  time  I  felt  the  ultimate  aim  must  obviously  be  the  provision 
of  a  weekly  service  throughout  the  district,  but  in  the  first  place  it 
would  be  necessary  to  ensure  the  recruitment  and  retention  of  adequate 
refuse  collection  staff.  Having  considered  the  report  it  wa s  decided 
at  this  juncture  that  the  Committee  were  unable  to  agree  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  a  weekly  service  due  to  the  state  of  the  economy  and  the 
manpower  situation.  The  only  effective  way  of  recruiting  more  manpower 
was  to  make  the  job  more  attractive,  primarily  from  a  financial  point 
of  view  and  thus  to  offer  a  reward  equal,  at  least,  to  local  industries 
which  at  present,  have  first  choice  in  the  labour  market.  As  a  result 
it  was  resolved  that  Works  Study  Consultants  should  be  approached  to 
ascertain  the  type  of  service  which  they  could  offer  with  a  view  to 
improving  the  recruitment  of  labour. 

Refuse  Collection  Rounds  -  Incentive  Bonus  : 

Because  of  the  inclement  weather  before  Christmas  the  refuse 
collection  service  was  not  maintained,  but  incentive  bonus  was  paid  to 
cover  this  emergency  as  it  was  thought  essential  that  the  rounds  be 
kept  up-to-date  since  two  working  days  had  been  lost. 
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.Planning  Conditions  -  Means  of  Access  : 


I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  is  now  full  consultation  between 
the  Engineer's  Planning  staff  and  myself.  We  were  particularly  con¬ 
cerned  with  a  large  development  which  was  about  to  commence  at  Holbury; 
certain  points  were  raised  with  the  Architect  in  charge  of  the  scheme 
and,  as  a  result,  the  great  majority  of  points  raised  were  satisfied 
before  the  development  started.  It  is  clear  that  this  is  the  only 
satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with  housing  development,  otherwise 
needless  difficulties  will  be  encountered  in  the  future. 

damage  to  Bins  : 

It  was  found  necessary  to  replace  a  number  of  bins  which  had  been 
damaged  during  the  process  of  refuse  collection.  This  has  arisen  from 
the  use  of  the  new  type  of  continuous  loading  vehicle  and  the  inevitable 
changes  in  the  respective  crews.  Considering  the  fact  that  approx¬ 
imately  1,171,920  bins  are  emptied  annually,  the  number  of  cases  which 
called  for  replacements  was  very  small. 

Government  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection  : 

Ihis  eagerly— awaited  Report  takes  a  hard  look  at  existing  methods 
and  states  quite  clearly  in  the  first  of  its  recommendations  that  "almost 
aH  local  authorities  need  to  take  some  action  to  improve  their  service". 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Report  is  a  first-class  document,  giving 
guidance  both  to  the  technical  officer  and  the  elected  member  on  every 
facet  of  refuse  collection.  As  would  be  expected,  the  recommendations 
are  based  on  examples  of  the  best  refuse  collection  practice  throughout 
the  country,  and  it  will  take  some  little  time  for  the  full  implementation 
of  all  the  recommendations  5  some  of  these  in  fact  will  require  legis¬ 
lative  action.  It  is  now  up  to  local  authorities  to  ensure  that  the 
labours  of  the  Working  Party  in  producing  this  excellent  document  have 
not  been  in  vain,  and  that  alx  steps  should  be  taken  to  implement  the 
recommendations  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

Collection  of  Indestructible  Household  Refuse  ; 

As  a  result  of  the  publishing  of  the  report  of  the  Government  Work¬ 
ing  Party  and  the  recommendation  that  bulky  household  refuse  should  be 
collected  free  of  charge,  the  whole  matter  was  considered  by  a  Public 
Health  Committee  and  it  was  decided  that  whilst  disposal  by  the  person 
concerned  would  be  free  in  every  case,  the  charges  for  collection  would 
continue  to  be  applicable.  In  any  case  these  do  not  cover  the  full  cost, 
and  were  much  less  than  any  charge  which  would  be  payable  to  a  private 
contractor. 
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Payment  of  Salvage .Bonus  * 

The  total  amount  received  for  salvage  was  £213  3s.  5d.  and  accord¬ 

ingly  a  bonus  of  £-3  17s.  3d.  was  allocated  to  each  man  on  the  pay  roll 
who  had  been  regularly  employed  during  the  past  twelve  months.  The 
amount  collected  was  less  than  last  year  -  as  was  the  gross  income  - 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Waste  Paper  Company  were  only  prepared  to  pay 
a  very  small  price.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  increased,  but  quite 
naturally  the  amount  the  men  receive  is  governed  by  their  own  efforts 
in  separating  salvageable  materials.  It  was  obvious  that  with  this 
present  financial  reward  there  was  indeed  very  little  incentive  for  this 
to  be  done,  but  on  the  credit  side  any  paper  which  was  disposed  of  in 
this  my  meant  that  less  had  to  be  disposed  of  on  the  refuse  tips.  The 
provision  of  a  separate  service  for  the  collection  of  salvage  would 
obviously  not  be  justifiable  on  economic  grounds. 


Refuse  Collection  Vehicle,!,  : 

As  three  vehicles  had  to  be  replaced  this  year,  authority  was 
given  for  the  purchase  of  three  "Karrier  Musketeers"  which  have  a  con- 
tinuous  loading  process  but  differ  from  the  Dennis  Paxits  in  that  they 
are  fitted  with  a  screw  instead  of  a  ram  and  packer  plate. 

Only  having  two  vehicles  as  'spare1  was  found  to  be  barely 
sufficient,  and  on  some  occasions  no  spare  was  available  for  other 
duties.  With  the  authority  of  the  Committee  it  ms  decided  to  retain 
one  of  the  vehicles  due  to  be  replaced  for  another  twelve  months,  and 
1  hope  in  this  way  that  a  number  of  special  collections  will  be  dealt 
with.  The  vehicle  and  plant  fleet  was  as  follows,  and  these  all  have 
diesel  engines  except  where  stated  •-

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The  Mot or_  _  Vehic le s  (Construction  &  Use)  Regulations.  1966  : 

Under  these  Regulations,  the  requirements  of  braking  capacities 
for  all  types  of  commercial  vehicles  have  been  altered,  and  certain 
proposals  come  into  effect  on  the  1st  January ,  1968  and  the  remainder 
are  to  be  introduced  in  1972.

Salvage  § 

The  weight  of  materials  salvaged  and  disposed  of  amounted  to  134  tons 
as  compared  with  142  tons  in  the  previous  year.  There  are  some  72  premises 
from  which  salvage  is  collected  on  payment  of  the  standard  charge. 


Regional  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Disposal  ; 

Subsequent  to  a  Conference  held  in  Winchester,  it  was  agreed  that  a 
Working  Party  comprising  the  technical  officers  responsible  for  refuse 
disposal  for  each  local  authority  in  the  area,  together  with  the  Planning 
officers  and  the  County  Planning  Officer,  should  be  set  up  to  carry  out  a 
study  of  the  problems  involved  in  refuse  disposal.  Local  authorities  in 
the  first  instance  were  requested  to  comment  on  a  list  of  sites  in  their 
areas,  give  details  of  others  not  previously  listed,  and  give  projections 
as  to  the  amounts  of  refuse  that  had  to  be  dealt  with,  both  at  present 
and  in  the  foreseeable  future.  At  this  early  stage  all  concerned  were 
anxious  to  co-operate  and,  if  possible,  to  deal  with  the  problem  of 
controlled  tipping  on  a  regional  basis.  If  the  purchase  of  any  expen¬ 
sive  plant  was  involved  it  was  obvious  from  an  economic  point  of  view 
that  it  should  be  used  for  as  many  hours  daily  as  possible,  and  in  such 
a  case  the  contributions  from  the  various  authorities  would  have  to  be 
dealt  with  on  the  basis  of  the  weight  of  refuse  sent  for  disposal. 
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Regional  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Disposal  (Contd.) 

An  interim  report  was  produced  which  made  a  number  of  recommendations 
for  immediate  action,  including  the  commissioning  of  The  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Operational  Research  Unit  to  carry  out  a  study  to  deal  with  a  future 
refuse  disposal  policy.  It  is  hoped  that  their  interim  report  will  be 
available  early  in  1968,  and  a  final  report  has  been  required  within  six 
months  of  the  commissioning  of  the  Unit. 

Refuse  Disposal  Sites  s 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  future  refuse  disposal  sites, 
irrespective  of  the  Regional  Working  Party,  is  very  important  and  steps 
should  be  taken  to  obtain  the  necessary  planning  permissions  for  any 
future  sites  which  may  become  available. 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping;  however,  it 
was  anticipated  that  Marchwood  tip  would  not  be  available  much  longer 
and  then  operations  would  have  to  be  transferred  to  Longdown  early  in 
1968  and,  as  a  preliminary  precaution,  authority  was  given  for  the 
fencing  of  this  tip.  This  practice  has  been  found  in  the  past  to  be 
an  absolute  necessity  to  prevent  access  of  animals,  and  indiscriminate 
dumping  by  irresponsible  individuals.  It  has  been  increasingly 
difficult  to  obtain  sufficient  supplies  of  covering  material  and  for 
some  sites  this  had  to  be  purchased.  This  was  not  always  satisfactory, 
being  reject  gravel  which  was  of  no  use  to  public  works  contractors. 

All  sites  were  test-baited  for  rodents,  and  where  infestations 
were  found  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out.  Steps  were  also  taken 
to  keep  fly  infestation  under  control  and  this  was  an  increasingly 
difficult  problem  in  view  of  the  fact  that  covering  material  is  in 
such  short  supply  and  also,  on  occasions,  owing  to  absenteeism  through 
sickness  and  other  causes,  the  work  of  refuse  disposal  had  to  be 
delayed  as  the  staff  involved  had  to  be  transferred  to  refuse  collection. 

Industrial  Refuse  s 

The  Council  continued  to  accept  limited  amounts  of  this  material, 
but  I  feel  that  the  entire  disposal  of  industrial  waste  is  far  better 
left  to  the  firms  concerned  in  agreeing  on  how  to  operate  a  site, 
subject  to  necessary  approval  from  the  Planning  Authority. 
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Mechanical  treatment  of  Refuse  s 


The  Sub-Committee  investigating  this  subject  have  now  had  an 
opportunity  of  visiting  various  plants  -  in  the  first  instance  pulver¬ 
ising  -  but  it  is  hoped  to  -visit  various  types  of  incinerators* 

•*.t  j,s  essential  that  all  necessary  knowledge  should  be  obtained  in 
advance,  but  the  question  of  purchase  of  plant  must  clearly  be  left 
until  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  is  published.  It  may  well  be, 
however,  that  their  recommendations  will  prove  of  no  use  to  this 
Authority  and  in  these  circumstances  there  will  be  no  alternative  but 
to  go  ahead  on  our  own,  and  I  hope  that  by  this  time  the  Sub-Committee 
will  be  able  tc  state  their  preference  as  to  the  type  of  plant  they 
require . 

Anti-Litter  Campaign  t 

As  I  pointed  out  last  year  it  has  been  found  that  the  type  of 
litter  basket  used  previously  proved  unsatisfactory  in  a  number  of 
ways,  and  as  an  experiment  the  receptacles  at  Calshot  and  Lepe  were 
replaced  so  as  to  take  paper  sacks.  I  had  anticipated  that  the  action 
of  irresponsible  vandals  would  make  this  experiment  unsuccessful,  but 
I  have  been  proved,  wrong  and  I  intend,  in  future,  to  extend  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  paper  sacks  for  the  control  of  litter. 

CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

The  Department  administers  and  supervises  the  Council's  scheme 
for  emptying  cesspools  at  residential  and  certain  other  premises  twice 
a  year  free  of  direct  charge.  The  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties) 
Ltd.  of  Botley  was  again  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  work  under 

contract 9  ana  this  was  fulfilled  in  the  usual  courteous  and  efficient 
manner • 

Ihe  difficulty  xn  finding  suitable  disposal  sites  has  continued 
and  as  a  result  of  a  request  from  the  Cleansing  Service,  an  approach 
was  made  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  with  a  view  to  having  certain 
sewage  works  adapted  to  take  cesspool  contents,  particularly  in  the  south 
west  parishes.  The  Sway  and  Boldre  plants  are  too  small  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  but  consideration  is  in  hand  for  the  adaptation  of  the  Brockenhurst 
works,  fortunately,  for  the  time  being,  farmers  in  this  part  of  the 
district  as  well  as  in  the  northern  area  are  still  accommodating  this 
liquid  on  oheir  land  but  if  these  sites  were  no  longer  available,  very 
acute  difficulties  would  result.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  this  sort  of 
problem  is  increasing  throughout  the  country  particularly  in  rural 
areas  lacking  suitable  main  drainage  systems,  where  farmers  and  others 
are  becoming  reluctant  to  receive  this.  In  such  areas  it  is  going  to  be 
necessary  tc  adapt  sewage  works  to  take  it. 
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On  the  eastern  side  of  the  district,  the  situation  has  been  somewhat 
relieved  thanks  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  has  been  very  co-oper¬ 
ative  in  permitting  the  disposal  of  twenty  loads  of  cesspool  contents 
a  day  into  the  new  Slowhill  Copse  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Marchwood. 

This  has  virtually  replaced  the  Badminston  Tip  at  Pawley  which  had  to  be 
discontinued  towards  the  end  of  last  year. 

Applications  for  cesspools  to  be  emptied  at  premises  constructed 
during  the  year  were  16  and  existing  premises  without  previous  service 
were  78,  totalling  94 •  Thanks  to  the  sewering  of  large  areas  of 
Copythorne  and  Netley  Marsh  parishes,  a  great  number  of  cesspools  were 
abolished  where  premises  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  the  servicing  of  nearly  650  cesspools  had  been  discontinued 
thus  reducing  the  number  in  the  scheme  to  2,412.  The  cost  during  1967 
was  £14,000  compared  with  £12,490  in  1966.  Unfortunately  the  Boldre 
Scheme  was  not  completed  as  hoped  in  1967  and  is  unlikely  to  be  in 
operation  before  April,  1968.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  servicing 
of  another  100  cesspools  will  be  discontinued  here.  Council  house 
cesspool  costs  are  included  in  the  above.

CARAVANS  AND  OTHER  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  69  licenced  sites  and  of 
these,  67  cater  for  a  complement  of  608  residential  caravans  and  two  for 
21  holiday  caravans,  one  being  a  transit  site  for  20. 

In  addition,  the  Council’s  own  site  at  Lime  Kiln  Lane,  Holbury,  on 
which  work  has  now  virtuallly  been  completed,  had  44  caravans.  This  site 
can,  when  fully  operational,  accommodate  up  to  6?  vans.  Application  is 
now  being  made  to  the  Ministry  for  a  further  site  on  the  other  side  of 
the  lane  to  accommodate  another  200  caravans. 

The  holiday  transit  site  at  Ower,  where  the  Council  has  granted  a 
seasonal  licence  from  April  to  September  for  20  caravans  and  30  tents, 
continues  to  function  very  satisfactorily.  It  is  mainly  being  used  as 
an  intermediate  stop  for  people  taking  their  vans  to  and  from  the  Con¬ 
tinent,  prior  to  embarking  on  the  Thoresen’s  ferries  to  Prance  or  the 
British  Railways  and  Red  Funnel  Steamers  from  Lymington  and  Southampton 
to  the  Isle  of  Wight .  Facilities  on  this  site  include  water  stand  pipes 
and  waste  gullies  connected  to  water-borne  drainage  in  various  positions 
on  the  fields,  in  addition  to  the  main  central  building  containing  flush 
toilets,  wash-hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water,  showers  and  shaving 
points  in  the  male  conveniences c 

At  a  few  of  the  permanent  residential  sites  conditions  had  still 
not  completely  been  satisfied  and  legal  proceedings  are  pending  against 
certain  site  operators  at  Blackfield,  Holbury  and  Dibden  Purlieu.  The 
Sewage  Disposal  Unit  on  one  of  these  sites  at  Holbury  has  been  causing 
nuisance  by  overflowing  into  a  large  pond.  Legal  proceedings  are  pending 
against  the  site  operator  but  agreement  is  being  reached  on  an  alter¬ 
native  drainage  system  to  enable  the  effluent  to  be  pumped  into  the 
Council’s  sewers. 

New  fire  precautions  approved'  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  as 
follows  have  been  notified  to  all  site  operators 

A  fire  point,  clearly  indicated,  shall  be  set  up  sc  that  the 

distance  between  any  caravan  and  the  fire  point  does  not  exceed 

100  yards. 

The  equipment  at  the  fire  point  shall  include  ;- 

(a)  Water  for  Fire  Fighting  ; 

(l)  where  there  are  taps  normally  with  not  less  than  15> 
p.s.i.  standing  pressure,  the  equipment  shall  include 
one  60  ft.  length  of  heavy  quality  garden  hose  of  not 
less  than  -g-  inch  interval  diameter  fitted  with  e  inch 
nozzle  and  capable  of  connection  to  the  tap  by  a  screw 
connection,  such  a  tap  to  be  available  within  60  ft.  of 
every  caravan  s 
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(a)  Water  for  Fire  Fighting  (Contd.) 

(2)  where  there  are  taps  normally  with  less  than  15 

p.s.i.  standing  pressure,  the  equipment  shall  include:- 

(i)  four  buckets  and  one  stirrup  pump,  OR 
(ii)  three  well  maintained  two  gallon  water 
extinguishers  : 

During  frosty  weather,  provision  shall  be  made  against 
water  freezing  in  the  stand  pipe,  pump  and  buckets. 

(b)  Fire  Warning  : 

A  simple  means  of  raising  the  alarm  among  the  occupants  in 
case  of  fire  shall  be  provided. 

(c)  Fire  Hotice  i 

A  notice,  protected  from  the  weather  shall  be  provided,  out¬ 
lining  a  simple  procedure  to  be  followed  in  case  of  fire. 

The  notice  shall  indicate  the  location  of  ohe  nearest 
telephone  available  for  calling  the  Fire  Service  in  emerg¬ 
ency. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  resolved  in  1964,  not  to  allow  extensions 
and  as  a  result  of  this,  many  unsightly  additions  were  removed  from 
various  caravans.  However,  this  year  permission  was  granted  in  one  case 
where  a  single  caravan  was  used  on  a  site  by  a  farm  worker.  Already  the 
previous  year,  another  extension  had  been  allowed  in  respect  of  a 
severely  handicapped  person  to  enable  her  to  have  a  bathroom  and  toilet 
adjoining  the  caravan. 

With  the  provision  of  small  porches  on  newly  designed  caravans 
requests  are  being  made  to  erect  protections  to  the  entrance  doors  on 
older  caravans  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  this  factor  as  long  as 
it  merely  is  a  porch  and  nothing  more.  It  has  been  recommended  that  the 
maximum  size  should  not  exceed  4  ft.  x  3  it. 

An  area  of  waste  ground  at  Holbury  became  the  subject  of  some  con¬ 
cern,  as  by  the  end  of  the  year,  eleven  unauthorised  caravans,  most  of 
them  occupied  by  gypsy-type  families  had  been  parked  thereon.  Unfort¬ 
unately  the  ownership  of  the  land  wa s  in  doubt  and  this  had  caused 
legal  difficulties  in  forcing  the  vans  off  the  site.  Several  of  the 
families  were  ones  which  had  already  been  re-housed  from  various  com¬ 
pounds  in  the  area  and  had,  for  various  reasons,  reverted  again  to 
caravan  life.  Conditions  were  deplorable  and  steps  were  in  hand  to 
resolve  this  problem,  the  only  solution  being  to  seal  off  the  access 
lane  with  a  fence  and  gate  and  re-house  many  of  the  families  and  re¬ 
site  the  rest  on  the  Council's  caravan  site.

I>uring  the  year  under  review  a  further  survey  was  undertaken  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  the  extent  of  a  Third  Unfit  Houses  Programme. 

As  a  result  of  this,  proposals  for  dealing  with  164  unfit  dwellings  during 
the  next  four  years  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  and  this  programme  was  approved  on  the  12th  September,  1967. 

Progress  has  already  commenced  on  this  project  and  houses  are  being 
represented  to  the  Council  for  action  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957.

Statutory  Notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers  of  the  squatter 
caravan^  along  the  3ridle  Patn,  lime  Kiln  Lane,  Holbury  already  referred 
to  earlier  in  the  Report.  This  was  an  attempt  to  force  the  occupants  to 
provide  proper  sanitary  arrangements,  water  supply,  etc.  pending  a 
decision  of  the  action  to  be  taken  against  them.  A  certain  amount  of 
the  Statutory  Notices  were  complied  with,  but,  some  nuisances  continued 
to  exist  and  it  is  considered  that  the  only  solution  will  be  to  rehab- 
iliatate  the  offenders  elsewhere.

and  hair  in  Japanese  -i-inned_Crab 

Although  this  complaint  originated  in  1966,  the  case  was  not  heard 
until  early  this  year.  The  crah  was  canned  by  a  film  in  Japan  but  as  the 
company  had  an  address  for  service  of  Notice  in  England  it  was  possible  to 
take  a  Summons  against  it.  This  resulted  in  a  successful  prosecution  with 
a  fine  of  £25  and  10  gunineas  costs. 
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Foreign  Object  in  Tin  of  Corned  Beef  : 

Ironically  this  was  virtually  the  converse  of  the  last  one.  Although 
the  company  concerned  was  British,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  had  obtained  a 
warranty  from  a  fira  with  no  address  for  service  of  Notice  within  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  Summons  had  to  be  withdrawn.  The  Clerk  of  this  Authority  is  to 
seek  the  support  of  the  Rural  District  Council’s  Association  for  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  law  to  enable  prosecutions  to  be  brought  in  such  cases. 

Glass  in  Bottle  of  Medicine  : 

This  involved  a  prescription  made  up  by  a  local  chemist,  the  medicine 
having  been  delivered  to  the  retailer  in  bulk.  Following  a  submission  by  the 
defendants  that  there  was  no  case  to  answer,  the  magistrates  held  that  the 
supply  of  medicine  on  prescription  under  the  National  Health  Service  did  not 
constitute  a  sale.  This  decision  was  a  cause  of  considerable  concern  to 
both  the  Council  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  and  an 
appeal  was  lodged  in  the  High  Court  which  upheld  the  Magistrates'  decision. 

In  its  decision,  the  High  Court  stated  that  the  chemist  was  not  paid  for 
drugs  and  medicines  supplied  but  ?^as  paid  a  remuneration  for  his  general 
services  and  this  being  so,  the  circumstances  were  such  that  a  prosecution 
could  not  be  brought  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  It  was  pointed  out  on 
behalf  of  the  chemist  that  such  cases  should  be  dealt  with  by  complaint  to 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  National  Health  Service.  As  a  result  of  this, 
the  Clerk  is  making  strong  representation  to  the  Ruial  District  Councils 
Association  for  a  change  in  the  law  to  bring  such  cases  within  the  ambit  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Spur  Fresh  Cream  s 

This  case  is  interesting  in  that  it  involved  a  roadside  trader  selling 
strawberries  with  fresh  cream  as  a  sideline*  He  was  prosecuted  under  Section 
2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  selling  food  not  of  the  quality  demanded  by 
the  purchaser  in  that  the  said  cream  was  sour.  The  trader  was  fined  £10  with 
three  guineas  costs.  As  a  result,  he  and  the  other  roadside  vendors  were 
discouraged  from  attempting  to  sell  any  further  fresh  cream. 

Po\iltry  Inspection  : 

In  a  Circular  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  importance  was 
stressed  of  the  need  for  frequent  and  regula.r  visits  to  poultry  processing 
establishments  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  standards  of  hygiene,  and  to 
the  physical  inspection  of  carcases  intended  for  human  consumption.  I  ielt 
it  was  essential  that  some  uniformity  in  the  standard  of  inspection  should 
be  established,  and  accordingly  all  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors 
attended  a  Course  on  the  subject  at  the  Highbury  Technical  College,  Portsmouth 
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Poultry  Inspection  (Contd0)  : 

The  Course  extended  over  a  period  of  three  days  and  covered  all  aspects 
of  modern  poultry  processing  and  inspection. 

Prom  the  outset  arrangements  were  made  for  a  100A>  inspection  ox 
turkeys  slaughtered  at  one  premises  within  the  District,  and  it  can 
easily  be  appreciated  that  this  takes  up  a  considerable  amount  of  the 
Inspectors  time.  However,  the  intention  is  to  establish,  if  possible, 
a  reliable  spotter  and  detention  system  operated  by  the  staff  of  the  estab¬ 
lishment;  in  this  case,  all  birds  and  offal  thus  detained  can  be  thoroughly 
examined  by  an  Inspector  and  a  decision  taken  as  to  their  fitness  for 
human  consumption. 

Following  an  outbreak  of  Salmonella  food  poisoning  in  another  Auth¬ 
ority  in  Hampshire,  this  Department  was  notified  that  a  possible  cause  of 
the  trouble  was  attributed  to  a  turkey  processed  at  the  premises  mentioned 
above.  As  a  result  of  this,  samples  of  all  poult ry  foodstuffs  and  numer¬ 
ous  swabs  were  taken  from  various  points  along  the  processing  line  and, 
three  turkeys  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory.  Only  a  scanty  growth  of  Salmonella  was  isolated  from 
one  of  the  processing  points.  Recommendations  were  made  to  the  Owner  of 
the  premises  with  regard  to  improvements,  and  in  particular,  steps  were 
taken  to  increase  the  chlorination  of  the  water  used  during  the  processing 
of  the  birds.  Checks  have  been  made  since  on  the  chlorine  dosage,  and  in 
every  case  this  has  been  satisfactory.  The  success  of  the  scheme  can  be 
attributed  in  no  small  my  to  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Owner  of  the 
premises.

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Food  Adulteration  s 

The  Food  Adulteration  Sections  of  the  Food  arid  Drugs  Act,  1955  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  the  following  is  the  report  of 
the  Chief  Sampling  Officer  relating  to  the  samples  of  food  and  drugs  taken 
in  the  New  Forest  Bural  District  s- 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1967,  241  samples  were  procured. 
Milk  Samplers  s 

173  samples  of  milk,  including  69  of  ’'Channel  Islands" ,  we  re  obtained. 

Of  these,  9  were  below  the  required  fat  content  but  they  were  from  indiv¬ 
idual  chums  included  in  a  larger  consignment  and,  the  average  fat  content 
of  -the  consignment  being  above  the  required  limit,  no  offences  were  involved. 

14  other  samples  also  showed  a  deficiency  of  fat.  These  were  from  two 
separate  consignments  from  the  same  producer,  the  average  fat  content  of  the 
first  being  4o2 %  deficient  of  the  required  standard.  The  average  fat  con¬ 
tent  of  the  second  consignment,  however,  was  just  over  the  specified  stan¬ 
dard  and,  in  the  circumstances,  a  warning  was  considered  appropriate. 

Miscellaneous  Samples  s 

102  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  one  being  the 
subject  of  a  consumer  complaint.  Of  these,  68  submitted  for  analysis  were 
sound  to  be  satisfactory  and  three  received  adverse  reports.  The  adverse 
reports  were  in  respect  of  s- 

(1)  A  bottle  of  junior  aspirin  tablets  in  which  the  purchaser  had 

found  crystals  and  thought  that  the  tablets  might  be  unsafe 
for  use.  Analysis  confirmed  deterioration  of  the  tablets  and 
consequent  excessive  free  salicylic  acid  but  the  articles  had 
been  purchased  several  weeks  be fore -hand  and  it  was  possible 
that  they  had  been  affected  by  unsatisfactory  conditions  of 
storage  at  the  purchaser® s  house.  A  further  sample  from  the 
shop  at  which  they  had  been  sold  proved  satisfactory. 

(2)  A  sample  of  pork  sausages  which  was  found  to  be  slightly 

deficient  in  meat  content. 

(3)  A  sample  of  iced  jam  sponge  the  icing  of  which  contained  syn¬ 

thetic  blue  colour  which  was  not  one  of  those  permitted  by 
the  regulations. 

The  above  mentioned  matters  did  not  appear  to  require  legal  proceedings 
and  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  producers  concerned,  formal  cautions 
being  given  where  necessary.  Proceedings  were,  however,  taken  during  the 
period  under  review  in  respect  of  a  sample  of  marzipan,  which  contained  1  ess 
than  the  recognised  minimum  proportion  of  ground  almonds  and  a  fine  of  £8, 
together  with  costs  amounting  to  £21  15s.  Od.,  was  imposed.

Samples  continued  to  be  taken  from  the  farm  at  Beaulieu  which  had 
been  producing  untreated  milk  for  a  large  dairy  concern.  The  risk  from 
this  source  was  considered  too  great  and  the  .tanner  agreed  to  discontinue 
sending  it  as  untreated  and  all  milk  will,  in  future,  be  pasteurised  by 
the  dairy  firm  in  Southampton* 
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Pasteurisation  Plant  : 

The  only  pasteurisation  plant  functioning  in  the  District  produced 
unsatisfactory  samples  and  extensive  investigation  revealed  that  a  long 
length  of  polythene  tubing  had  not  been  adequately  cleansed  and  ms  con¬ 
tributing  to  Methylene  Blue  Test  failures.  This  trouble  has  now  been 
obviated  and  no  further  failures  have  occurred  since  April® 


Raw  Milk  '• 

There  is  only  one  regular  vendor  of  raw  milk  now  left  in  the.  District 
and  failure  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  occurred  during  the  hotter  months 
of  the  year.  Investigations  showed  that  certain  alterations  were  nec¬ 
essary  in  the  dairy  on  the  farm  where  it  was  produced.  It  had  been  con¬ 
sidered  that  control  of  this  farm  came  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  but  owing  to  a  technical  point,  whereby  a  small  amount 
of  other  milk  from  another  farm  in  the  same  holding  was  introduced  to  this 
supply,  it  was  considered  that  the  dairy  now  became  the  responsibility  of 
the  Local  Authority  and  improvements  were  immediately  asked  for.  Stricter 
control  was  kept  and  as  a  result,  up  until  the  end  of  the  year  no  further 
failures  had  occurred  in  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION

As  intimated  last  year,  one  of  the  gauges  at  Lyndhurst  was  re  sited 
along  the  'waterside  at  Totton  where  pollution  is  obviously  greater.  However, 
the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  were  anxious  to  retain  the  two  sites  at 
Lyndhurst  as  they  were  giving  interesting  results  and  to  enable  this  to  be 
done,  they  loaned  the  Department  a  fourth  gauge,  and  the  one  on  the  site  at 
Empress  Road,  Lyndhurst  has  been  put  back  into  commission.  The  gauge  at 
Totton  Branch  Library  was  put  into  commission  in  October  and  all  the  apparati 
have  been  working  satisfactorily.  Results  are  being  received  from  uhe 
Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  in  respect  of  four  different  sites  at 
Hardley,  Beaulieu,  Bucklers  Hard  and  Lepe  to  ascertain  any  change  in  atmos¬ 
pheric  pollution  in  the  area  when  the  new  Fawley  Power  Station  commences 
operation  in  October,  1968. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


131  visits  were  made  to  industrial  undertakings  and  other  premises 
in  the  District  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution*  and  these  inc¬ 
luded  observations  of  smoke.  The  major  cause  still  remains  uhe  Oil 
Refinery  at  Fawley  where  dark  and  black  smoke  is  frequently  emitted  from 
the  flares  and  other  chimneys  for  short  periods.  This  Department  is 
constantly  in  touch  with  the  Company  in  control  of  the  Refinery  which  is 
always  anxious  to  co-operate  to  prevent  and  minimise  the  emission  of 
smoke.  With  such  a  large  undertaking*  involving  many  chimneys  and  four 
flares*  the  control  is  very  critical  and  much  of  the  trouble  arises  from 
small  faults  in  the  plant*  these  faults  usually  being  remedied  very 
quickly.  Research  is  going  on  at  the  moment  in  an  attempt  to  ascertain 
an  automatic  control  in  relation  to  the  flares  but  for  obvious  reasons 
there  are  practical  difficulties.  The  Company  has  a  specific  officer  who 
is  primarily  concerned  in  investigating  complaints  as  well  as  carrying 
out  research  into  this  problem  and  a  Shift  Supervisor  is  always  on  duty 
to  receive  calls  and  investigate  complaints  of  this  nature. 

The  only  other  large  source  of  emission  is  from  Marchwood  Power 
Station  where  a  plume  is  nearly  always  evident.  On  most  occasions  this  is 
white  giving  rise  to  sulphur  dioxide*  but  at  times  the  smoke  is  darker  and 
the  reason  for  this  is  the  reduction  of  excess  air  to  a  minimum  to  prevent 
the  emission  of  too  much  sulphur  trioxide . 

The  erection  in  the  area  of  what  is  claimed  to  be*  *  the  biggest  green¬ 
houses  in  England'  necessitated  the  provision  of  a  large  boiler  plant. 

These  boilers  v/ere  commissioned  to  burn  3 >500  sec.  oil  and  the  necessary 
calculated  chimney  height  according  to  the  Memorandum  was  70  feet.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  commercial  firm  concerned  put  one  of  the  boilers  into 
commission  without  erecting  a  chimney,  which  caused  considerable  nuisance 
to  the  few  houses  in  the  near  neighbourhood.  Upon  requests  from  this 
Department,  an  immediate  temporary  unlined  chimney  40  feet  in  height,  was 
erected  and  although  this  improved  the  situation,  it  obviously  did  not 
prevent  a  fall-out  of  smuts.  The  firm  agreed  to  the  temporary  use  of  35 
sec.  oil  which  considerably  reduced  the  pollution.  Eventually  a  70  feet 
chimney  was  erected  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  a  second  one  is  due  to  go 
up  in  the  new  year. 
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OBNOXIOUS  ODOURS 


The  two  main  sources  from  which  such  odours  occur  are  still  the  Oil 
Refinery  at  Pawley  and  the  Tar  Distilleries  at  Totton. 

Complaints  are  received  more  particularly  inresp2ct  of  the  former  and 
when  the  trouble  arises,  it  is  usually  a  slight  petroleum  smell  which  seems 
inevitable  from  time  to  time,  but  for  some  reason  the  incidence  of  smells 
was  less  than  in  previous  years.  As  referred  to  in  the  Smoke  Abatement 
section  there  is  a  Shift  Supervisor  available  at  all  times  who,  if  contacted, 
can  very  often  enable  such  problems  as  this  to  be  remedied  immediately  but 
if  no  complaint  is  made  the  faults  may  not  be  located  until  the  following 
morning,  as  it  is  quite  possible  that  fall-out  might  be  outside  the  bound¬ 
ary  of  the  plant.  The  Oil  Refinery,  in  co-operation  with  many  of  its 
associates  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  is  spending  a  substantial  amount  of 
money  on  investigating  means  of  preventing  atmospheric  pollution  and  the 
Company  is  anxious  to  maintain  good  relations  with  the  people  living  in  the 
vicinity  as  well  as  this  Department  which  is  evident  from  the  response 
received  to  any  complaint. 

I  must  again  place  on  record  the  excellent  co-operation  which  continues 
between  the  Alkali  Inspector  responsible  for  this  District  and  the  Public 
Health  Department,  with  regard  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Fewer  complaints  were  received  this  year  in  respect  of  the  noise 
emitted  from  the  Oil  Refinery  at  Pawley.  Modifications  are  still  going  on 
to  the  extensive  plant  by  this  Company,  following  the  research  carried  out 
by  the  Noise  Vibration  Unit  at  Southampton  University  two  years  ago.  As 
a  result  of  including  noise  modification  specifications  into  new  plant,  it 
is  quite  evident  that  comparing  the  incidence  of  trouble  with  the  older 
plants  a  certain  amount  of  success  has  been  obtained.  The  greatest  source 
of  trouble  arises  from  tht.  Eutene  dehydrogenation  plant,  as  when  this  is  out 
of  action  due  to  maintenance,  the  noise  in  the  area  is  considerably  reduced. 
One  of  the  factors  which  agravates  the  matter  is  the  easterly  winds  blowing 
from  the  Refinery  to  the  built-up  area.  Other  noises  are  due  to  the  air 
fin  coolers,  fans  and  compressors  and  a  considerable  amount  of  suppression 
has  been  carried  out  on  these  including  the  fitting  of  motors  with  silencers 
and  the  building  of  brick  walls  arouna  the  trouble  spots.  Another  factor 
which  contributes  to  this  problem  is  the  various  escapes  of  steam  which  can 
give  rise  to  quite  audible  noise  outside  the  boundary  of  the  Refinery; 
sometimes  it  is  not  possible  to  eliminate  immediately  the  defect  as  this 
would  amount  to  shutting  down  vital  portions  of  the  plant.  However,  the 
Company  appears  to  be  adopting  the  best  practical  means  to  reduce  noise  to 

a  minimum. 
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Complaints  were  again  registered  concerning  noise  emanating  from  a 
dredger  in  Southampton  Water,  but  this  only  occurred  for  very  short 
periods  during  the  year  although  the  matter  is  still  under  observation. 

Other  complaints  involved  barking  of  dogs  from  an  Animal  Boarding 
Establishment  where  the  issue  of  a  Licence  was  withheld  for  three  months 
pending  an  improvement.  Complaints  against  this  establishment  came  from 
properties  over  half  a  mile  away,  particularly  on  still  days.  Observations 
have  been  kept  on  these  throughout  the  year  and  it  is  felt  that  a  certain 
improvement  has  been  maintained.  Two  other  complaints  involved  noise  from 
barking  dogs  and  steps  were  taken  by  each  offender  to  control  the  animal 
although  one  of  these  matters  has  still  not  completely  been  resolved. 

FACTORIES  ACT.  1961 

The  target  to  inspect  factories  once  a  year  was  not  achieved  during 
1967,  and  it  was  only  possible  to  visit  less  than  half  of  the  total.

This  year  was  mainly  taken  up  with  revisits  to  registered  premises 
where  works  were  outstanding  from  Notices  served  during  the  previous  year. 
Due  to  changes  in  staff  and  other  circumstances,  it  was  only  possible  to 
make  a  limited  number  of  primary  inspections  involving  the  service  of  39 
Notices  requiring  105  contraventions  to  be  attended  to. 

Works  were  carried  out  to  remedy  143  items  concerning  mainly  the 
provision  of  an  abstract  (46),  thermometers  (26 first-aid  materials  (2l), 
and  washing  facilities  (l5)»  No  exemptions  were  asked  xor  ano.  no  pros¬ 
ecutions  were  instituted. 

Six  accidents  were  reported,  all  of  relatively  minor  injuries,  the 
most  serious  being  one  involving  dangerous  machinery  which  caused  the  loss 
of  part  of  one  finger  of  a  19  year  old  youth.  Investigation  revealed  that 
there  was  no  proof  of  negligence  against  the  firm  concerned  although 
certain  alterations  and  precautions  were  recommended  in  respect  of  the 
band-saw  concerned.

ContT-a?:  t  service  is  encouraged  whe rover  possible  ■.■  o  business  pj.amx.rf-s, 
particularly  to  agricultural  properties,  which  are  more  liable  to  become 
infested  with  both  rats  and  mice  at  any  time  of  the  year,  owing  to  the 
amount  of  food  generally  available.  Contract  service  has  been  found  by 
experience,  a  most  satisfactory  method  of  control  as  this  provides  *our 
services  per  year  at  three  monthly  intervals.  People  wishing  to  carry  out 
the  work  themselves  have  been  given  every  help  and  advi.ee. 

A:,l  classes  of  property  have  been  inspected  including  the  Council’s 
kef use  Tips  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  also  particular  attention  has  been 
paid  to  back*,  ditches  and  hedgerows  where  this  source  of  infestation  can 
cause  adjacent  property  becoming  infested. 

Complaints  either  by  letter,  telephone  or  verbal,  are  received  and 
dealt  with  as  soon  as  possible. 

5 Warfarin 5  o  has  again,  been  used  exclusively  during  the  year  and  giving 
excellent  results,  no  resistance  to  this  rodenticide  has  been  experienced 
in  the  Council's  area,  as  it  has  been  found  to  exist  in  areas  of  Montgomery, 
Welshpool,  Shropshire  and  parts  of  Scotland. 

Several  r.vary  infestations  were  found  during  this  period  but  it  can
